WATER  SUPPLY 


All  properties  in  the  Borough  are  served  by  a  public 
water  supply  with  the  exception  of  one  property  having  a 
satisfactory  private  supply. 


Twenty  three  properties  (forty  two  persons)  are, 
however,  still  served  by  standpipe  supplies. 

The  public  supply  is  provided  by  the  South  and  West 
Wilts  Water  Board,  Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained 
between  officers  of  your  Council  and  those  of  the  Board, 
Regular  sampling  of  the  supply  at  source,  by  the  Board  and, 
in  the  course  of  distribution,  by  your  officers  has  been 
carried  out. 
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There  has  "been  a  satisfactory  supply  of  water  through¬ 
out  the  year  both  in  quantity  and  quality,  and  in  fact,  the 
West  Wilts  Water  Board  have  drawn  more  water  from  the  Barton 
Hill  source  than  in  any  year  since  annual  records  were  kept. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Following  blockage  and  collapse  of  the  old  sewers  in 
the  town,  the  Consultant  Engineers  prepared  a  comprehensive 
scheme  for  replacing  the  main  sewers  in  the  town*  It  is 
hoped  and  anticipated  that  work  on  this  scheme  will  commence 
early  in  1962. 


A  new  sewer  was  laid  during  the  year  in  Christys  Lane 
from  Coppice  Street  to  serve  new  industrial  development  in 
that  area. 


The  Long  Cross  area  still  continues  to  give  rise  to 
problems  of  disposal,  and  this  is  not  being  improved  by  the 
construction  of  further  septic  tanks.  If  there  is  to  be 
much  more  development  as  improve; aent  in  this  area,  consid¬ 
eration  should  be  given  to  the  provision  of  adequate  sewer¬ 
age  with  a  small  disposal  works  to  serve  the  properties  in 
the  district  and  minimise  the  difficulties  of  soakage  in 
this  heavy  clay  area. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Collection  This  continues  to  be  carried  out  weekly 
by  means  of  kerbside  collection.  One  or  two  larger  comm¬ 
ercial  concerns  have  an  extra  collection  on  a  re-chargeable 
basis.  The  volume  of  refuse  collected  is  increasing  annually, 
and  refuse  collection  is  now  spread  into  a  third  day. 


Disposal  Difficulties  continue  to  arise  at  the  refuse 
tip  in  Salisbury  Road.  The  mound  of  refuse  continues  to 
build  up,  although  this  has  been  lessened  to  some  extent  by 
a  tip  fire  which  has  been  burning  for  most  of  the  past  year. 
Attempts  were  made  to  cut  this  fire  off  without  success,  and 
(although  the  fire  caused  some  nuisance  to  those  living  in 
the  vicinity)  it  has  kept  down  the  fly  and  rat  infestation. 
The  space  gained  by  the  extent  of  the  fire  may  well  allow 
tipping  to  continue  for  a  few  more  years.  The  position  is, 
however,  far  from  satisfactory. 
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Public  Cleansing  (Continued) 


Fortunately,  due  to  the  amount  of  road  improvements  and 
estate  development  taking  place  within  the  Borough,  more  soil 
has  been  available  at  the  tip,  and  with  the  use  of  a  bull 
dozer,  the  surface  has  been  able  to  be  levelled  and  sealed 
more  efficiently.  This  has  resulted  in  a  more  tidy  appear¬ 
ance  than  has  been  the  case  for  seme  years.

SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  is  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  prov¬ 
ided  by  the  Council. 


The  improvements  effected  in  pumping 9  filtration  and 
cleaning,  worked  very  well  during  the  summer,  although  perfec¬ 
tion  is  not  likely  to  be  achieved  until  pressure  filters  have 
been  installed  and  a  larger  pump  provided  to  give  the  minimum 
standard  of  two  changes  of  water  per  day,  in  place  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  theoretical,  change  of  one  per  day.  The  sloping  sides  of 
the  bath  encourage  the  growth  of  algae  and  absence  of  scum 
overflow  weirs  and  channel  s  inhabits  the  cleanliness  of  the 
water. 


In  spite  of  these  disadvantages,  the  bacterial  purity 
of  the  water  has  been  good,  although  it  has  been  difficult 
to  keep  the  EH  value  down  to  the  recommended  limits. 


CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOIMEiMC  ACT,  i960

site,  off  A  30  route,  would  be  of  particular  benefit  to 
tourists  on  the  way  to  Devon  and  Cornwall,  The  provision 
of  such  sites  will  become  essential  if  the  present  habit  of 
parking  overnight  on  roadside  verges  with  its  potential  public 
health  hazard  is  to  be  prevented. 


VERMINOUS  PREMISES 


No  action  was  called  for  in  respect  of  verminous  prem¬ 
ises  and  disinfestation  of  houses  affected  with  cluster 
flies  was  reduced  from  the  number  treated  in  previous  years. 


PREVENTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1%-9 


The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the  above  Act  are 
carried  out  in  the  district  by  the  North  Dorset  Joint 
Rodent  Committee. 


Co-operation  with  officers  of  the  Committee  has  been 
well  maintained  and  their  work  is  much  apprecia  ted.  The 
fact  that  complaints  of  infestation  are  so  few  and  far 
between  is  an  excellent  recommendation  for  the  work  of 
prevention  which  is  being  carried  out.  It  is  hoped  that, 
on  completion  of  the  new  sewerage  scheme,  control  of  the 
sewers  will  be  more  manageable  and  the  refuse  tip  and 
sewer  outfall  areas  will  be  left  as  the  main  points  of 
concentration.

After  some  difficulty,  the  one  slaughterhouse  in  the 
district  was  brought  up  to  the  standard  required  for  struc¬ 
tural  condition  in  accordance  with  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958. 


The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  showed  a 
further  fall  on  the  figures  of  the  previous  year  and  is  now  only 
half  that  dealt  with  in  1958.  It  is  obvious  that  the  through-put 
is  only  a  fraction  of  what  the  buildings  are  capable  of  catering 
for,  as  the  average  of  four  cattle,  twenty  three  calves  and  one 
sheep  per  week  signify. 

No  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found  for  the  second  year 
running,  and  for  the  first  time  since  1955,  no  cysticercus  bovis 
was  found.  Other  diseases  were  principally  of  a  minor  char¬ 
acter  apart  from  three  cow  carcases  condemned  for  septic  con¬ 
ditions,  these  being  casualty  beasts  sent  for  emergency  slaughter.
